Art Thou He That Should Come (Matthew 6:1-6) 
Proposition: Every child of God can weather the doubts and despairs of 
life by following the three principals we see in these verses. 

I. Recall the Purposeful Declaration of Christ (Vs. 7-11) 

A. A Declaration of Appraisal (Vs. 7b-10) 

B. A Declaration of Approval (Vs. 11a) 

II. Remember the Perplexing Direction of Christ (Vs. 2-3) 

A. A Direction that brought Despair (Vs. 2) 

B. A Direction that brought Doubt (Vs. 3) 

III. Rely on the Powerful Deeds of Christ (Vs. 4-6) 

A. His Miraculous Deeds (Vs. 4-5) 

B. His Meaningful Deeds (Vs. 6) 
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1) ...the mail arrived. She opened a letter and out fell a ten-dollar bill. 
As she read the note accompanying the money, the sight of a 
poorly dressed man on the street below caught her eye. Touched 
by the sight, she placed the ten-dollar bill in an envelope on which 
she wrote, "Don't Despair" and tossed it out the window. The man 
picked up the envelope, opened it, looked at the contents, smiled, 
tipped his hat, and went on his way. The next day there was a 
knock at the missionary's door and when she opened it there stood 
the man she had given the money the day before. He was standing 
there holding out a handful of cash to her. "What's this," she asked. 
The man said, "Lady, its your cut. 'Don't Despair' paid five to one 
yesterday." 

2) ...be a North Star in your troubled sea of circumstance if you will let 
it! 

3) ...that got up on Sunday morning and said, "I have in my hands 
three sermons. I have a $100 sermon that lasts 5 minutes. I have a 
$50 sermon that last 15 minutes, and I have a $10 sermon that 
lasts a full hour. Now we will take an offering and see which one I 
will preach." 

4) ...of your life, what would his words be? Are you seeking first the 
kingdom of God or are you swayed off the heavenly way be every 
enticement of the world the flesh and the devil. It never ceases to 
amaze me the people that will not follow God, that will not give, 
that will not worship, that will not serve and wonder why they are 
in the mess they are in? Let the Lord appraise your circumstance 
today. If the appraisal is ill, that's what these alters are for! 

5) ...royal priest hood, a holy nation, a son of God, an inheritor of 
eternal life, a joint heir with Jesus Christ! 


1) ...we lose sight of what God said about us and begin to eye the 
circumstance about us. Often the direction that God is taking in 
our lives can discourage us and lead us to begin to despair. 
There is an old legend of how the devil once advertised his tools 
for sale at a public auction. When the prospective buyers 
assembled, there was one tool labeled, "Not For Sale." When 
asked why it was not for sale, the devil replied, "I can spare my 
other tools, but I cannot spare this one. It is the most useful tool 
I have. It is the tool of discouragement." 


2) ...that was bringing on doubt. Is that where you are? "Why did 
God let this happen? Why arn't you answering my prayers? 
That's not the way it's suppose to happen!" You need to 
remember that God doesn't work off of your time table! Isaiah 
55:8-9 For my thoughts are not your thoughts, neither are youi 
ways my ways, saith the LORD. For as the heavens are higher 
than the earth, so are my ways higher than your ways, and my 
thoughts than your thoughts. 
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1) ...in the lives of His people and in the midst of His church. Don't 
be discouraged, don't fall into despair! God is working in the 
lives of everyone. He works in the lives of lost people to bring 
them to Jesus, he works in the lives of wayward sons and 
daughters to bring them from the far country, he works in the 
lives of his closest disciples, to draw them closer to Him. 1 Peter 
4:12 Beloved, think it not strange concerning the fiery trial 
which is to try you, as though some strange thing happened 
unto you: 1 Peter 5:10 But the God of all grace, who hath called 
us unto his eternal glory by Christ Jesus, after that ye have 
suffered a while, make you perfect, stablish, strengthen, settle 
you. 

2) Vance Havner translated it this way: "Blessed is he whomsoever 
does not get upset by the way I run my business." 


3) ...was in prison and was delivered. Why God delivered Peter and 
not John is beyond my understanding. Yet, that is God's business 
and He has the right to do whatever He wants. It may not know 
but He does. He is a God that makes no mistakes. Our part is not 
to be offended in how God does things. We are not to get upset 
with God in what He does. 

4) ...One little fellow was asked, "Where are you going?" He 
replied, "I don't know, but the King knows." My lord knows the 
way through the wilderness all I have to do is follow.
